In other words, there ls-not a 
lino in the platform that is written In 
behnlr of tho people; not a line that will 
excite criticism In Wall street 

."Tho platform Ignores the Income tax; 
It falls to indorse tlie election of Senators 
by direct vote, and also omits the jilonk 
of. the Kansas City platform denouncing 
corporate 'domination In politics, 

"The submission of such n platform 
to tlie voters of a. State Is nn insult' to 
their Intelligence, for it Is Intended to 
deceive them. 

"I had expected that n platform pre- 
pared by Mr. Hill fur Judge I'nrkcr 
would, be evasive nnd lacking in frank; 
ness, but I did not conceive thnt; nny 
body of men' calling themselves Demo- 
crats 'would present such n platform as 
a recommendation of a candidate. 

"No one can defend tlie Democratic 
party without defending, Its principles, 
and Its principles ought to be so clearly 
set for! It as to he easily understood, The 
New York platform Is ambiguous, un- 
certain, evasive and dishonest. It would 
disgrace the Democrats of the natlon.to 
adopt such a platform nnd it ought to 
defeat as an aspirant for a Democratic 
nomination nny man who would be will- 
ing to have It go forth ns a declaration of 
his views on public quest ions.

The hoodoo of bad luck stlHpursncs

sisted of seven buttleshtps and about the 
same number af cruisers, hits been re;

to two or three chiifi'cnL' Tbi* .pa i a! stent 
hammering of the ■iapniicse has so weak- 
ened It that Its only hope of safety is to 
reiunlu In tho harbor, protected by the 
guns of the farts, and await tlio arrival 
of tho Baltic lleet. That; licet, "mi >v1ile1i 
the hopes of the Itusslans nre centered, 
ought' to be leaving. soon for the OiieiiL 
The chimerical project of sending It by 
wny of the Arctic ttveau'hntt not beeu en- 
tertained. Tlie vessels- will pureud the 
customary route. 

When the l'etropavlovsk wns sunk by 
b Japanese conutermino i Uie. Russians lost, 
the best battleship loft to them after 
Uie disabling of the Ketyiznn ami Cr.nte- 
viteh. '\Thcy lost over .700 liien; and 
among them one ; who counted Tor more 
tbnn all the others — Admiral, Muknroff. 
Hnd he escaped ho -could! -'uot, even 
though a brave nnd skillful seaman, have 
done anything with a crippled' lleet. 

On Friday Admiral Togo again bom- 
barded Tort Arthur, to. What purpose is 
unknown. I'robnbly the ' immensely 
strong fortifications have not been dam- 
aged by. his fire. On this occasion tlio 
Russian fleet did not venture out Into the 
roadstead; as It has usually done. After 
the sinking of the Pctropavlovsk litid a 
torpedo bqnt, and the' injury received by 
the Fohiedn Wednesday, no more chances 
witl.be taken..- It Is reported that Ad- 
miral- Togo. is stiii -bout on .blocking the 
chtrnnco to' the harbor by sinking mer- 
chant vessels. He is ouo of the persist- 
ent men who usunlly carry through their 
plans sooner or later. 
• >On land, the war moves slowly. Thnt 
may be due In part to the condition of 
the roads In northwestern Korea. Men 
who served 'in 'the army of the Potomac 
and hnve a lively recollection of Virginia 
mud will not have to be told what a drag 
hnd roads are on the movements of nn 
armyv The Japanese are nppnrentiy add- 
ing to their forces on tlio Ynlu, hut they 
do not seem to have made n serious at- 
tempt to cross tho river. No news comes 
from the correspondents who were allow: 
ed to join the army opornting in Korea, 
and the natural conclusion Is that the 
Japanese are not yet ready to force the 
fighting. 

The Japanese hold mast of Korea. 
They liave'n grip on die territory which 
was the cause of tho wnr. If Russia 
had conceded to Japan exclusive control 
over Korea there would have been no 
fighting, "It is Impossible, however, for 
the Japanese to atop nt*the Yolu, forti- 
fy themselves, nnd prepare to resist; a 
Russian attack. They must move on into.

The Japnncse aro elated over the, sac- 
cesses they have won nt Port" Arthur. 
They are also proud of the achievements 
of -Vice Admiral Togo, particularly of 
did newest strategy of counter-mining the 
enemy's harbor and decoying him across 
this Held of mines to ait equally danger- 
ous flank attack, 

The success of the system of placing 
deadly counter-mines Is due largely lo n 
series of careful observations made' by 
the Japanese' during their, previous .at- 
tacks on Fort Arthur, The Ja panose < 
saw the Russian fleet lcave\the harbor 
and return to It several times, and they 
discovered that the Russlnn worships 
followed an Identical course every time 
they came out or went In, evidently for 
tho purpose of avoiding their own mines. 

Tha Jnpnneso took bearings on. this 
course. When the destroyer divisions 
of the Japanese torpedo Dotilla laid the 
counter-mines during the night of April 
12-13 they placed them along this course. 
The laying of these 'counter-mines was 
exceedingly perilous,, because, if. any Jap- 
anese boat with mines on board hnd been 
struck by a lucky Russian shot she would 
have been annihilated. 

The weather .of the night of. April 12- 
13. favored the work. There was a heavy 
rain, the night was dark and cloudy and 
tho Russian searchlights playing oyer 
tho channel failed to reveal the presence 
of the Japanese destroyers. 

Rear Admiral, pewn was In command 
of tho Japanese squadron which decoyed 
the. Russian ships over tha field of mines. 
His squadron consisted of the cruisers 
ChltoBe, Yoshiao, Kasngi and Takasago, 
nil unnrmored vessels, which presented a 
tempthig halt for the heavier Russian 
ships. 

Vice Admlrnl Togo directed the flank 
attack. Me had the battleships Hatsuse, 
Mikasn, Asatil, Shlklshlma, Yashlma and 
Fuji. He waited thirty miles out at. sen 
until Rear Admiral Dewa signaled him 
by wireless tolegrnphyto come In, His 
vessels then dashed at full speed toward 
the entrance of the harbor. All the bat- 
tleships under. Vice Admiral Togo are 
capable. of a speed of eighteen kdpts aud 
they quickly covered tho distance. 

It Is not clear whnt warned tho Rus- 
sians that they had been trapped, but 
they probably discerned tho battleship 
squadron on tlie horizon nnd retreated 
precipitately to the harbor. Vice Ad- 
miral Togo did not succeed in preventing 
the Russians from entering, but. did force 
them to n disastrous retreat, which end- 
ed In the destruction of the Petropav- 
lovsk and the disabling of the Pobleda. 

After these ; occurrences the cruisers 
Nishln snd Knsuga wero used to bom- 
bard Port Arthur. They possess the 
highest angled guns In the fleet, capable 
of throwing shells to the elevated Rus- 
sian land works, which are beyond at- 
tainment by the average naval weapon.

To meet this there. existed a 
free balance of SRO.OOO.OOO, which, was 
Increased to :$115,000,000 by .reductions 
of the ordinary, budgets, leaving ostensi- 
bly ! 1135,000,000 to * bo found.. iBut a 
portion of tills sum Is made up' by the 
increased earnings of the railroads owned 
by the government. It being in reality

Murder Mania Spreadtns; Among tha 

Ncsroee of Mtaalulpnl. 
- The most serious phase of the race 
problem that now presents Itself In Mis- 
sissippi Is the alarming spread of the 
murder mania among tho negroes. In 
the first three months of the present year 
there were no less, than 150 murders Ln 
Mississippi, 00 per cent of which were 
committed by negroes, nnd the victims 
wore members of the negro race. Within 
,r radlua of thirty miles along the Yasoo 
Delta Railroad Inst week ten negroes 
were killed, The crimes In every ln- 
Btnnce originated from : crap games or 
church festivals, i These two forms of 
amusement seem to be running neck and 
neck for tho honor, of be lug the Inspiring 
cause of murder. 

The rich and fertile delta Is the hotbed 
of tho carnival of crime, and the plant- 
era nro viewing with alarm 1 the increas- 
ing mania of the negro to shed the blood 
of his race. Frequently It happens that 
a white man Is the victim, nnd juBt as 
frcqunently the negro pays n prompt pen- 
alty for' Ills crime,' But when a negro 
1* the victim, the murderer usually es- 
capes In the confusion Incident to the 
sudden breaking up of tho' crap gnme or 
festival., The spirit of lawlessness and 
disregard for human "life Is traced to 
several causes, chief of which Is the pis- 
tol-carrying habit 

Uae of cocaine Is another fruitful 
source .of crime," In spite, of the rigid 
laws against tho sale of the drug.' 



TEACH THE BIBLE, SAYS SHAW. 

Secretary Says Contrressmea Shonld 
Be in Sunday Bchool. 

Secretary Shaw at the new Foundry 
Methodist Episcopal Church In Wash- 
ington Sunday made a plea for Bible 
teaching, and declared business men and 
members of Congress should be workers 
in Sunday-schools, which are now the 
only places where, the Bible la really 
taught He also nnserted the Sunday 
school should not bo an adjunct to the 
church, but a part 'or it He said:

Wire Gross Twine. 

Wire grass twine Is a new product of 
the .Northwest,' which promises to re- 
lieve the stringency of the supply of 
Manila twine during tlie wheat harvest 
aeaBon. -.The wire. gross from which the 
twine is made is grown In Minnesota 
and Wisconsin, and other products as 
welles twins ore made from It ' 0. W. 
Crawford of Indianapolis' thus explains 
.the Jiaturo of the new product: 

"For"" the last ten years or- more," be 
said, "tho wheat harvest season has as- 
sumed the aspect of a bugbear to. farm- 
ers who did not have' a .large supply of 
twine on hand. Without twine binders 
cannot run, and witliout binders it 1* 
Impossible, to harvest wheat 
"'' "The "only variety of twine' that could 
he used in the ipast .was; the Manila' va- 
riety, Imported ■ from Ulo ^Philippine Isl- 
ands.- The supply of that always gave 
out "before the harvest 'ended, and the 
lack of It often occasions great loss. The 
new wire grass has. proved to be equal, It 
not superior, to Manila twine, and the' 
farmers may rest easy now." . .

by the time' It came no number of men 
nnd uo amount of fire apparatus could 
have' checked the march of the flames.. , 

Dynamite' was used la an effort'to stop 
tho spread of the Are; but though many 
frame bulldlnga and several huge busi- 
ness blocks were demolished, tlie flames 
leaped the great gaps, and licked up 
building after building, At -11 o'clock 
the fire was believed to be .under con- 
trol, but a rising and shifting.. wind turn- : 
ed the torrent of Vflame down Bay street, 
and! It wob after that that the greatest 
dataage was done. 

Many Small Fires.. 

The fire started at o'clock. Through-, 
out the course of the conflagration. high 
winds carried huge brands to far-away 
sections of the city,' canning ninny incipi- 
ent fires, which were fought by bucket 
brigades of the householders, all the fire-, 
fighting force being engaged at tlie scene 
of the conflagration. 

The firemen made the fight of their 
lives. Several engine companies at times 
were believed lost -under falling debris, 
but all emerged safely, and bo far as Is. 
known only, one man la unaccounted for. 
He Is George Dowkcsof Montreal, who 
was with. Fire Chief Thompson of To- 
ronto : aiding to' direct the work of the 
firemen on' the. room. Thompson was cut 
off by the flames nnd jumped to the 
ground, . escaping with a broken. leg. A 
maBs of wires broke bis' fall. Dowkes 
has not been seen since, 

Almost the only building which defied 
the flames was the Queen's Hotel, In 
Wellington street There the. work of 
the firemen seemed to avail to some ex- 
tent, and the fire was stopped nt that 
point, but It swept n cross the street, and 
added blocks to the blackened trail of 
mined buildings, 

Bepelled by Heat. 

The - heat In the streets was bo fierce 
that the fire-fighting forces were unable 
to approach near enough to the fire to 
do good service, and were forced to do 
the moat of their work from side streets. 
When tho fire reached the, lake flreboats 
elded. In preventing it from- extending 
along the" water front, as was feared by 
the firemen. .

House Add* Oklahonm and Arizona to 
the Union' Group. 

Some progress toward- adding .two 
stars to the, flag was made Tuesday 
when the National House of Representa- 
tives by & vote ot 148 to 104 adopted the, 
statehood bill making one State of In- 
dian and Oklahoma territories and an- 
other of Arizona and New Mexico. One 
State will be known aa Oklahoma, with 
the capital at. Guthrie, and the other as 
Arizona, the capital of .which will be 
Santa Pe. Oklahoma will. not become a 
State until all the Indian treaties have 
been extinguished, but Arizona will be 
admitted as soon as the new constitution 
has been ratified by the people. 

Until- tho next census is taken Okla- 
homa will be entitled to five representa- 
tives in Congress, while Arizona will be 
given only two. Of course each Stat* 
■will have twb/Senatora, , TheT Governors 
of the States, the Legislatures, and the 
members of the national House will be 
elected on the' day act for the', ratification 
of tho constitutions of the two States. 
Polygamy Is forever prohibited ln either 
of these States; An appropriation of 
$5,000,000 Is made for a public school 
system. In Oklahoma, and 13 "per cent of 
the proceeds of the public landa within 
the State of Arizona which 'are -sold sub- 
sequent to, the admission of the State' 
will be devoted to the public schools. The 
Democratic -minority opposed the adop- 
tion of the measure, and. tha vote cast 
was divided on party. lines.' 

The measure now goes to the Senate, 
but there is no lotcntion'on the part of 
the leaden of that body to 'adopt it at 
this session.: An attempt' will be made, 
however, to put it through, next winter.
